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This year, Godzilla’s fans 
gather in celebration of an outstand- 
ing milestone in motion picture 
achievement. Rarely has a creation of 
popular culture invaded world 
consciousness in the manner of 
Godzilla. Never has a single character 
starred in 28 major movies produced 
by the same studio, as has Godzilla. 

Fifty years, 28 films, 
thousands of spin-off products, and 
of course, his own unauthorized fan 
club. What is it about Godzilla that 
he has attained such heights? 

When the Big G first burst 
upon the world in 1954, he was the 
embodiment of atomie attack, director Ishiro Honda’s vision of the 
Japanese nuclear experience in World War II. No previous Japanese 
movie had received wide exposure in the west, so when Godzilla was 
madę, conveying a “message” to Americans was not a probable 
motive. Morę likely, the film’s theme was aimed at the domestic 
audience: through ingenuity and self-sacrifice, Japan can eon front and 
overcome nuclear disaster. 

It wasn’t really radioactive spills and alien attacks that 
loosed morę monsters on the world, it was Godzilla’§ phenomenal 
commercial success. The Japanese response inspired a quickie sequel 
the following year, while a healthy western boxoffice for the reworked 
and Raymond Burred Godzilla King ofthe Monsters set the wheels in 
motion at Toho Studios, grinding out kaiju eiga (monster movies) for 
decades to come. 

Just as individuals, societies, and the world have all changed 
in the intervening years, so has Godzilla. Familiarity did indeed breed 
some critical contempt for the rubber-suited behemoth, but it also 
bred loyalty and affection among legions of fans. We’ve watched 
Godzilla morph from radioactive horror trampling Tokyo, to slapstick 
buffoon battling King Kong, to ecological icon slagging the Smog 
Monster, to Earth’s superheroic defender against Gigan and Megalon, 
to unstoppable force of naturę defying classification as saint or sinner. 
A character in Godzilla 2000 remarked, “There’s a little of Godzilla in 
all of us.” No smali wonder, after fifty years of films and books, 
games and toys, cartoons and comics, models and action figures. 

In one sense, Godzilla has remained stubbomly traditional; 
he’s still a man in a monster suit. The uninitiated may smirk, but G- 
fans have madę a virtue of economic necessity; they’ll tell you “suit- 
mation” is why Godzilla has outlived, outlasted, and outperformed all 
pretenders to his throne as the decades have fallen away. There may 
be a little of Godzilla in us, but there’s also one of us inside Godzilla. 

Economic realities reportedly have done what no alien 
adversary could: driven Godzilla into retirement. Toho has announced 
that the lovable lizard’s twenty-eighth film will be his last. But we’ve 
heard this old song before; Godzilla will be back. Like a nuclear 
reaction that’s reached critical mass, Godzilla’s place in our collective 
consciousness will ensure that his unforgettable roar will always echo 
across the silver screen. Enjoy this 50th anniversary celebration, and 
Long Live the King!

One of the best known spfx 
directors associated with the Godzilla 
series, Mr. Nakano’s association with 
the Big G spans morę than two 
decades. He is noted for spectacular 
pyrotechnic effects sequences in his 
films, his ability to produce results 
with a look far beyond what his 
budget would seem to allow, and for 
creating imaginative monsters with 
colorful personalities. 

Mr. Nakano entered Toho 
during Godzilla’s golden years as 
assistant to Eiji Tsuburaya, then got 
promoted to spfx director in the 
1970s. His finał G-film was the big-budget comeback, Godzilla 1985. He 
has also helmed many other high-profile Toho pictures, including The 
War in Space, Tidal Wave, The Last Days of Planet Earth, and Princess 
From the Moon. 

BRIAN THOMAS 

Brian Thomas is a veteran 
comic-book artist and author of the 
massive and wildly successful 
VideoHound’s Dragon: Asian Action 
& Cult Flicks. He has also been a 
major contributor to 
VideoHound’s Cult Flicks & Trash 
Pies, DVD Guide, Sci-Fi Experience 
and the new Groovy Movies. He is a 
foundling member of the Psychotronic 
Film Society [www.psychotronic.info], 
in which he still participates as House 
Critic and Propaganda Minister of the 
Sinister. As a writer and columnist, he 
has contributed to many print and Online film journals, including Video 
Watchdog and Cinescape [www.cinescape.com], home of his weekly DVD 
Shopping List column. He currently resides in his hometown, Chicago, 
Illinois, unless he’s been crushed under a fallen pile of DVDs. 

ROBERT SCOTT FIELD 

“Scott” is well-known to G- 
FEST attendees, as he has graced the 
convention with his friendly and 
amazingly energetic presence (and 
translation skills) sińce 1999. A G-fan 
when growing up in the United States, 
he got to realize every Godzilla- 
lover’s dream when he landed a major 
role in Godzilla King Ghidorah, as 
Android M-ll. 

Scott currently makes his home 
in Japan, where he keeps incredibly 
busy as an actor, teacher, author, 
motivational speaker, spokesman, and 
TV personality. This year, in addition to his unparalleled translation 
duties, he will be hosting a session showcasing some of the entertainment 
work he has undertaken over the years. 
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In 1993, western fans of Godzilla and other Japanese mon- 
sters discovered a rallying point for their hobby in a new fanzine, 
called G-FAN. Created by Canadian high school teacher and long-time 
Godzilla fanatic J.D. Lees, the bimonthly ‘zine gained popularity, and 
finally “went national” with issue #9. By the summer of 1994, many 
of the people who had come on board by submitting articles and art to 
G-FAN decided it was time to meet face to face. A “Friends of G- 
FAN” meeting was organized for the Labor Day weekend at a Howard 
Johnson’s outside Chicago, and attended by about twenty. Though 
they had never met one another before, the sharing of experiences, 
Godzilla memories, and collectibles created an instant rapport. Such a 
good time was had that a full-fledged convention was suggested for the 
summer of 1995. The meeting took place in the Radisson Hotel 
Arlington Heights, and was repeated in 1996, and at the Wyndham 
Hotel in ‘97, and ‘98. In 1999 and 2000, G-FEST moved to California, 
then retumed to the Radisson in 2001. Outgrowing the hotel, the 
convention moved “down the Street” in 2004, to the Holiday Inn. 

A highlight of G-FEST is the Modeling Thread, organized 
and staged by Stan G. Hyde. Modeling instruction has become a 
stand-alone, two-day event, and the Model Contest is always a focal 
point of interest, thanks to Stan’s personal commitment to seeing both 
succeed. Other contests have also been a mainstay over the years. The 
Costume Paradę has always been popular, and has gained ground in 
recent years, flourishing under the enthusiastic guidance of Dawn 
McKechnie. The amateur video contest, too, is always a great crowd 
pleaser. The art show, gaming, and video gaming are also growing, and 
this year, each expands into its own room with its own timetable. 

Since 1996, special guests have played an increasing role in G- 
FEST. American fans get the chance to meet and express appreciation 
to the creators of their favorite films. G-FEST 2000 culminated in an 
unprecedented number of guests. 

In recognition of special contributions individuals make to the 
production and/or promotion of the Japanese monster genre, 1999 
saw the introduction of The Mangled Skyscraper Award. Every award 
is created by Gene Rizzardi (head of the model-making crew on 
Godzilla ) based on an idea by Stan Hyde and a design by J.D. Lees. 
Each year, the Mangled Skyscraper is presented at a special cer- 
emony. Past recipients are Forrest J Ackerman (‘99), Koichi Kawakita 
(‘00), and Greg Shoemaker (‘01), Stan Hyde (‘02), and Gamera creator 
and director Noriaki Yuasa (‘03). 

One of the hallmarks of G-FEST has always been its friendly 
and relaxed atmosphere. It is truły a convention staged by fans, for 
fans. Though Godzilla’s admirers are many, we are scattered widely, 
and often find it difficult to connect with others who share our 
passion. G-FEST offers the opportunity to enter a world (for a 
weekend) where everyone loves Godzilla, listens to The Peanuts, and 
knows “Akira Ifukube” isn’t the name of a seafood dish. Make the 
most of the experience, you’re among friends! 

If you have ideas or suggestions for G-FEST, there is a session 
being held on Sunday to discuss exactly that. If you wish to become 
morę involved in the planning or staging of the convention, please feel 
free to offer your talents. 

For many people, G-FEST has become much like an annual 
family gathering, or the focal weekend in a family vacation. Whatever 
direction it takes, G-FEST has been an outstanding achievement for 
western Godzilla fandom.

Godzilla vs Destroyah and Gamera 2: Attack of 
Legion were also screened for the First time in the 
Chicago area. Last year featured GMK, Gamera 
3, and Battle in Outer Space. 

Again this year, the movies will be 
shown at the Pickwick Theater, 5 South Prospect, 

Park Ridge, IL, 60068. Monster Zero is at 2:00 PM 
on Friday aftemoon, Terror of Mechagodzilla is at 10:00 PM on 
Friday, and Godzilla: Tokyo S.O.S. will 
be screened at 10:0 PM on Saturday 
night. 

Tickets ($5) will be sold at the 
theater box office. Reaching the 
theater is the responsibility of each 
ticket holder. G-FEST attendees can 
help one another by organizing in one 
of the following manners: 

- Those who are driving to 
the theater should puli up in front of 
the hotel for a few minutes before they 
leave, and offer a ride to those who 
don’t have transportation. 

- Use the G-FEST message 
board to secure a ride to the theaters 
in advance of the show. 

- Group together and hire a 
taxi. Split four ways, it will be super 
cheap, and you can almost certainly 
snag a ride back with a fellow G-FAN. 

The same methods have been used for the past three 
years, and there wasn’t a single reported problem of a person 
not being able to obtain transportation. Furthermore, we’re 
much closer to the theater in our new hotel this year. 

The following are directions for travelling to the 
Pickwick Theater from the Holiday Inn 0’Hare International: 

Leave the hotel and go north on North River Road. It 
becomes Des Plaines River Road, then South River Road. (Just 
stay on River Rd.) You will be driving along a forest preserve 
on your left, and after passing Axehead Lakę, you come to 
Touhy. Turn right. After passing through the forest preserve 
and then about 20 city blocks, you will drive under railroad 
tracks. Be on the lookout because it is coming up very soon. It 
is on the right side of the Street, just off the comer at a 6-way 
10 


intersection/stoplight (Northwest Highway and Prospect Ave. 
are the other cross streets). You need to tum right at the 
intersection and the theater will be right there, then it is every 
man for himself for parking. DO NOT PARK IN THE STRIP 
MALL PARKING LOT, or you will be towed. There is a metered 
parking lot almost right across the Street which is free after 
hours (for the Friday and Saturday night showings). 

Driving time from the hotel should be 15 minutes max. 
TAgain, tickets for the movies will be available at the theater 
box office. 
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The G-FEST Video Room (in the Midway Room) will be 
offering a delectable assortment of Japanese TV tokusatsu, both 
vintage and new. The program has been assembled by Lenell Bridges 
of Shoowat Video, and includes not only an incredible sampling of 
Japanese live action sci-fi, but a little bit of anime too! 

Videos will run from noon to after midnight on Friday, 9:00 
AM to midnight on Saturday, and 9:00 AM to 5:00 PM on Sunday. 
The show Schedule follows; you may want to mark the times of 
interesting shows on your program so you don’t accidently miss 
them.
